HAVE  TO  GET  something  off  my 
chest.  I  love  Hampden-Sydney 
College.  You  don't  get  a  chance  to 
make  those  kinds  of  happy  procla- 
mations often  in  this  business, 

because  journalism,  if  it's  any  good,  is  a  gadfly,  prod- 
ding places  that  hurt  and  revealing  ugly  patches 
in  the  hopes  that  public  light  will  be  ameliorative. 
We  pay  a  very  good  public  relations  department  to 
remind  everyone  how  wonderful  the  Hill  is;  the  Tiger 
follows  behind  it  like  an  eternal  devil's  advocate, 
piping  up  brashly  whenever  reality  falls  too  short  of 
the  ideal.  I've  had  to  take  it  on  faith  that  everybody 
assumed  that  the  only  reason  anyone  would  devote 
time  to  such  a  skeptical  endeavor  is  that  he  is  sin- 
cerely and  ultimately  concerned  with  the  betterment 
of  the  institution.  Maybe  it  wasn't  a  safe  assumption. 
Regardless,  here  I  am,  on  the  rooftop,  about  to  take 
flight  or  drop  like  a  stone  (who  knows  which  way 
that  metaphor  is  headed)  but  ready  to  make  explicit 
that  which  has  been  animating  all  the  other,  darker 
printed  words  that  have  been  attributed  to  me  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  these  four  years. 

I  love  this  College  from  a  thousand  different  angles, 
but  most  generally  because  of  the  way  life  can  bulge 
at  the  seams  here,  if  it  is  lived  right:  the  way  that 
the  priceless  smatterings  of  a  thorough  liberal  arts 
education,  fused  with  the  deep  appreciation  of  revelry 
that  characterizes  so  many  of  us,  forms  young  people 
who  are  determined  not  to  let  their  minutes  slip  by 
without  doing  each  and  every  one  of  them  justice. 
Maybe  it's  the  isolation  of  our  campus,  or  the  male- 
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The  sense  that  students  on 
this  campus  are  best  served 
when  they  are  left  to  their  own 
devices  to  figure  out  the  right 
and  the  wrong,  the  efficient, 
the  just,  the  reasonable,  the 
moderate,  and  their  opposites, 
is  invaluable,  but  unfortunately 
it  is  much  less  pervasive 
than  it  was  four  years  ago. 


female  ratio  which  is  usually  skewed, 
but  either  way  the  people  whom  I  have 
been  lucky  enough  to  call  friends  at 
this  school  have  an  uncanny  knack  for 
noticing  and  exploiting  life's  precious 
marginalia — sunlight  coming  through 
leaves  in  the  fall  and  what  the  wind 
says  about  that  afternoon's  dove  hunt- 
ing, the  uniform  way  foreign  girls  in  a 
European  bar  handle  Americans,  how 
Joyce's  references  to  classical  music 
timing  in  Ulysses  sound  when  you  play 
them  out  on  a  piano,  the  peculiar  char- 
acteristics of  a  local  waitress  or  profes- 
sor that  will  in  due  course  give  birth  to 
a  perfect,  enduring  nickname. 

For  departing  suggestions  ( see  first 
paragraph),  I  have  only  one:  beware 
bureaucracy.  It  has  spread  like  a  robust 
mold  in  my  time  here  over  all  aspects  of 
student  life.  The  qualities  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  are  the  qualities  of  individual 
people  and  unique  circumstances, 
qualities  that  bureaucracy,  in  the  form 
of  new  administrators  and  new  regu- 
lations and  new  protocols,  seeks  out 
and  destroys.  The  sense  that  students 
on  this  campus  are  best  served  when 
they  are  left  to  their  own  devices  to 
figure  out  the  right  and  the  wrong, 
the  efficient,  the  just,  the  reasonable, 
the  moderate,  and  their  opposites, 
is  invaluable,  but  unfortunately  it  is 
much  less  pervasive  than  it  was  four 
years  ago.  It  has  been  replaced  in  some 
offices  by  paternalism  and  the  irrefut- 
able logic  of  the  bureaucrat,  who  asks 
plaintively  how  one  more  person  with 
good  intentions  and  a  few  new  duties 
could  have  anything  but  a  positive  ef- 
fect. Student  governance — true  student 
governance,  when  students  actually 
govern  themselves — is  a  radical  idea 
when  a  hyper-litigious  culture  has 
stuffed  the  padding  of  administrators 
into  every  conceivable  collegiate  or  uni- 
versity cranny,  but  it  is  still  one  of  the 
best  things  we  can  do  for  our  students, 
and  I  submit  that  the  wild  success  of 
Hampden-Sydney  alumni  can  be  at- 
tributed in  part  to  the  fact  that  when 
they  were  in  college  they  had  to  figure 
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out  a  few  things  for  themselves  that 
their  counterparts  at  the  University  of 
Wherever  were  never  given  the  chance 
to  think  about.  Unfortunately,  when 
some  of  our  campus  police  act  as  ad- 
vance scouts  for  the  ABC  or  when  the 
Inter-Fraternity  council  retains  no  au- 
tonomy over  its  decisions  but  is  forced 
to  act  out  the  agenda  of  administrators, 
"student  governance"  is  being  warped. 
Don't  let  it  get  any  worse. 

Enough  of  that.  Here  are  some  of 
my  favorite  memories:  returning  from 
Mardi  Gras  on  Monday  morning  with 
barely  time  to  grab  a  book  and  run 
to  Morton  with  the  bell  clanging,  still 
wearing  beads;  becoming  so  delirious 
from  lack  of  sleep  while  laying  out  the 
newspaper  that  conversation  turns  into 
a  hopeless,  hilarious,  rollicking  farce; 
lunching  in  the  Richmond  summer 
with  three  coworkers  from  big,  respect- 
ed private  schools  up  North,  who  were 
earnestly  debating  whether  Epictetus 
was  a  philosopher  or  a  painter,  while 
I  smiled  to  myself  and  thought  about 
Brinkley's  Humanities  class;  talking 
like  equals  with  a  senior  (they  seem  so 
mature  when  you're  only  18 — how  little 
did  I  know)  while  we  sped  down  460 
E  from  Hollins,  trying  to  make  it  back 
for  a  10  AM  class;  walking  home  with 
my  roommate  at  6:30  in  the  morning 
past  Winston  Hall,  having  just  mapped 
out  the  trajectory  of  the  entire  U.S. 
economy;  turning  over  the  last  page  of 
For  Whom  the  Bell  Tolls  or  Absalom, 
Absalom  and  sighing,  closing  my  eyes, 
and  feeling  gratitude,  endless  grati- 
tude, at  being  allowed  a  glimpse  into 
some  beautiful  small  facet  of  truth; 
drinking  Jagermeister  with  a  buddy's 
mother  at  a  football  game;  watching 
dear  friends  graduate  and  go  out  into 
the  world,  untested,  and  in  a  matter  of 
months  or  years  establish  themselves 
as  the  undeniable,  unstoppable,  poten- 
tial-laden harbingers  of  the  Future. 
This  is,  of  course,  a  severely  abbrevi- 
ated list.

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ENTERED  THE  GATES  of  this  Hill 
nearly  four  years  ago  on  waves  of 
mixed  emotion.  Excitement  and 
anticipation  mingled  awkwardly 
with  apprehension  and  despair. 

Perhaps  it  is  fitting  that  I  will  exit  in  much  the 
same  manner. 

While  my  future  plans  may  never  be  fully  re- 
solved or  realized  according  to  the  pipe-dreams  of 
my  younger  days,  I  cannot  wait  to  start  my  future, 
fueled  by  potential  still  brewing  underneath  a 
glossy  exterior  of  studiousness  and  academia. 

Nevermind  that  I  have  no  job,  no  money,  no  con- 
crete idea  of  where  next  to  tread.  Because  of  this 
College,  I  will  not  worry  about  such  trifles. 

The  tremendous  faculty  has  taught  me  the  value 
of  liberal  thought  and  conservative  ideals  that 
should  be  protected  in  an  ever-diversifying  society. 
Close  friends  have  schooled  me  in  the  rhetoric  of 
idle  conversation  and  the  ail-too  elusive  perfect 
road-trip. 

But  more  than  these  life  lessons,  I  will  carry  with 
me  the  more  practical  and  political  training  that 
time  with  the  Tiger  has  afforded  me. 

Dealings  with  administrators,  faculty,  staff,  and 
students  alike  have  convinced  me,  as  a  student, 
that  this  is  just  the  place  a  young  boy  can  mature 
and  develop  into  a  young  man.  But  such  contact 
has  also  alerted  me,  as  a  journalist,  to  somewhat 
perplexing  and  perhaps  frightening  trends. 

This  place  was  once  a  bastion  of  classy  student 
conduct,  or  was  at  least  founded  on  principles  and 
traditions  that  encouraged  such  conduct.  At  some 
time,  true  gentlemen  have  strolled  these  hills;  but 
these  hills  have  recently  and  quite  apparently  dete- 
riorated into  mere  masses  of  inconsiderate  drones 
and  machinated  large-college-hopefuls  veiled  in  the 
guise  of  small-college  gentlemen. 

Students  don't  look  out  for  each  other.  We  rarely 
speak  to  each  other  as  we  pass  on  campus,  appar-

ently  having  forgotten  that  cordiality  is  among 
our  traditions.  The  2000-01  Key  even  published 
this  fact:  "All  men  speak  to  everyone  they  meet  on 
campus."  The  2001-02  version  reverted  to  mere 
repetition  of  the  College's  Code  of  Conduct:  "The 
Hampden-Sydney  student  will  behave  as  a  gentle- 
man at  all  times  and  in  all  places." 

Apparently  gentleman  are  no  longer  expected 
to  exchange  passing  pleasantries,  even  with  an 
unfamiliar  fellow  student. 

We  don't  speak  up  in  greeting,  nor  do  we  speak 
out  in  protest  while  the  ideals  of  true  gentlemen 
are  trampled  by  so  many  drones.  Communication 
breaks  down,  even  in  this  small  community,  as  our 
opinions  are  squelched  by  our  own  reluctance  of 
thought  and  expression  and,  in  turn,  by  the  very 
group  that  should  be  listening  to  those  opinions. 

Popular  reaction  to  the  Tiger  crystallizes  this 
trend. 

Despite  the  efforts  of  few  dedicated  students  in 
recent  years,  select  faculty  and  staff  still  dismiss 
this  publication  as  mere  tabloid  news. 

Rather  than  taking  seriously  the  issues  within, 
they  are  all  too  content  to  criticize  the  journalistic 
tact  of  students  who,  untrained,  simply  pursue  one 
of  several  co-curricular  interests  in  order  to  attain 
the  sort  of  enrichment  and  fulfillment  this  College 
purports  to  support. 

In  effect,  the  administration  doesn't  look  out  for 
students. 

True,  our  ostensibly  well-meaning  and  benevo- 
lent administrative  machine  has  provided  the 
student  body  with  Assistant  Deans  for  every 
conceivable  aspect  of  student  life. 
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A  Dean  of  Greek  Life  has  a  hand  in 
the  operation  of  the  Inter-Fraternity 
Council;  a  Dean  of  Student  Activities 
helps  our  College  Activities  Committee 
plan — and  sometimes  fund — various 
entertainments  around  campus. 

But  the  hierarchy  of  authority  breaks 
down  in  suspect  proceedings  that 
malign  students  and  administrators 
alike.  For  example,  the  fraternity  dean 
charged  with  overseeing  Greek  life  ap- 
pears inconsistent  in  his  dealings  with 
the  IFC,  oscillating  between  super- 
totalitarian  authority  and  unsuspect- 
ing sponsor.  Even  the  IFC  Chairman  is 
sometimes  not  informed  of  investiga- 
tions, which  all  too  often  proceed  like  so 
many  fabled  backwoods  trials  of  Salem 
witches. 

The  inefficiency  that  such  micro-man- 
aged bureaucracy  proffers  has  even 
crept  into  our  own  governance.  Student 
Court  and  Honor  Court  trials  are  stud- 
ies in  tedium;  Chairmen  of  the  Court 
and  Student  Government  Presidents 
alike  have  almost  edified  a  new  tradi- 
tion of  academic  mediocrity. 

And  when  student  leaders  lose 
respect  for  authority  and  for  the  tradi- 
tions they  are  charged  with  upholding, 
the  College's  image  is  tarnished. 

So  perhaps  we  students  do  need  to 
be  controlled  by  complex  hierarchies  of 
Deans.  This  is,  after  all,  quite  a  liti- 
gious age. 

But  the  danger  of  such  controls  is  the 
creation  of  a  cycle  of  distrust  perpetu- 
ated by  an  administration  that  contin- 
ues to  lose  faith  in  students  who  don't 
submit  willingly  to  the  demands  of 
inconsiderate  administrators  who  have 
no  faith  in  student  governance... 
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Among  the  reasons  Hampden-Sydney 
appealed  to  me  as  a  prospective  stu- 
dent— and  why  it  continues  to  delight 
me — was  the  sense  of  a  community 
identity  championed  and  nurtured  by 
students,  faculty,  and  staff  on  the  Hill. 

The  Admissions  Office  sold  me  on 
a  school  built  around  tradition  and 
integrity.  A  school  entrenched  in  the 
concept  that  educating  the  future 
leaders  of  this  society  and  this  world 
is  an  endeavor  at  once  worthwhile  and 
enlightening. 

These  are  certainly  values  worth 
transmitting  to  future  generations. 

But  these  values  will  be  particularly 
hard  to  sell  to  those  future  generations 
if  we  continue  to  idealize  a  past  that  we 
seem  to  be  falling  short  of,  instead  of 
cementing  those  traditions  and  ideal- 
izing the  future  of  this  institution  and, 
perhaps,  of  our  society. 

We  students  should  not  stand  idly  by 
as  our  small  college  is  pushed  to  the 
brink  of  large-public-university-dom,  or 
at  least  mediocre-small-private-college- 
dom. 

We  should  hold  each  fellow  student 
and  each  administrator  accountable  for 
his  actions.  We  should  challenge  spe- 
cious behavior  and  should  not  tolerate 
disrespect. 

We  should,  as  boys  maturing  into 
men,  protect  the  ideals  on  which  this 
College  was  founded  and  for  which  she 
stands,  a  beacon  on  an  increasingly 
tumultuous  sea  of  diversity,  complexity, 
and  legality.

The  Glee  Club  Goes  Global  in  2002

HE  HILL  WAS  ALIVE 
with  the  sound  of  music 
once  again  this  year,  as  the 
Hampden-Sydney  College  Glee 
Club  took  Virginia — 

and  the  world — by  storm.  The  60+  voices,  encom- 
passing almost  every  varsity  sport  and  academic 
major,  gave  over  twenty  concerts  this  year,  includ- 
ing trips  to  Mary  Baldwin  College,  as  well  as  the 
Glee  Club's  first  international  concert  tour,  during 
which  the  group  traveled  throughout  northern 
France. 

The  trip  to  France — taking  the  place  of  the  Glee 
Club's  usual  domestic  Spring  Tour — consisted 
of  three  major  concert  stops  (Paris,  Rouen,  and 
Amiens)  with  side  trips  to  various  places  of  inter- 
est. The  trip  began  in  Paris,  where  the  Glee  Club 
took  in  all  the  sights  and  sounds  of  the  city  (a  new 
and  unusual  change  from  Farm  Vegas).  Points 
of  interest  included  the  Eiffel  Tower,  the  Arc  de 
Triomphe,  Notre  Dame  de  Paris,  the  Palace  of 
Versailles,  and  the  Louvre. 

Much  to  the  chagrin  of  the  College  administra- 
tion, the  students  enjoyed  themselves  thorough- 
ly— shopping  at  La  Samaritaine,  seeing  shows 
at  the  Moulin  Rouge,  and  indulging  in  all  the 
Parisian  pleasures  (cheese,  chocolate,  wine,  etc.). 
The  concert  at  L'Eglise  St-Severin,  in  the  Latin 
Quarter,  held  special  significance  to  the  group, 
as  it  was  the  church  in  which  Maurice  Durufle's 
Messe  Cum  Jubilo  premiered  in  1967.  The  Glee 
Club  sang  the  Kyrie  movement  from  that  piece.

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Departing  Paris  at  the  ungodly 
(or  unstudently)  hour  of  8  a.m., 
the  next  stop  was  Rouen.  The 
centerpiece  of  this  timeless  city 
is,  of  course,  the  Cathedral  of 
Notre  Dame  de  Rouen,  which 
is  perhaps  best  known  from 
Monet's  unique  and  colorful 
paintings  of  its  facade  in  the 
nineteenth  century.  This  Gothic 
building  was  the  site  of  the  Glee 
Club's  second  French  concert. 
Rouen  was  not  only  the  site  of 
this  remarkable  concert,  but  was 
also  a  city  of  wonderment  for  the 
students,  inspiring  superb  mu- 
sic, great  feasting,  and  unparal- 
leled fellowship. 

The  highlight  of  the  French 
tour  was  undoubtedly  the  Glee 
Club's  final  destination  (exclud- 
ing the  final  night,  which  was 
spent  in  Paris).  Amiens  boasts 
one  of  the  world's  largest  Gothic 
cathedrals,  with  150-ft.  vaulted 
ceilings  which  produce  an  echo 
up  to  28  seconds  long.  Although 
the  Glee  Club  was  not  formally 
scheduled  to  perform  at  Notre 
Dame  d' Amiens,  the  impromptu 
concert,  which  happened  before 
the  official  concert  at  L'Eglise 
St-Leu,  provided  the  group  with 
a  truly  remarkable  and  unforget- 
table musical  experience. 

While  the  Glee  Club's  time  in 
France  was  very  limited,  the 
group  filled  each  moment  with 
as  much  experience  as  possible. 
The  Glee  Club  was  accompa- 
nied to  France  by  Prof.  Lewis 
Worthington  (their  conductor), 
Dr.  James  Kidd  (accompanist), 
Mrs.  Gerry  Pettus  (Glee  Club 
mother),  and  Dr.  Joan  McRae 
(Professor  of  French — and  gra- 
cious liaison  to  the  intricacies  of 
French  culture). 


In  addition  to  all  the  excite- 
ment surrounding  the  Glee 
Club's  Tour  de  France,  the 
group  gave  several  concerts  at 
home,  including  the  traditional 
Parents  Weekend  Concert,  a 
Spring  Concert  (the  program 
for  which  was  chosen  by  the 
graduating  seniors  of  the  group), 
and  a  Lessons  and  Carols 
Service,  which  took  the  place  of 
the  much-loved  and  lamented 
Madrigal  Feast.  EH

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Lone  Star  Tour 

The  Men's  Chorus  Takes  on  Texas  in  2003

EADING  for  a  concert  tour 
of  the  great  state  of  Texas, 
the  Hampden-Sydney 
College  Men's  Chorus  de- 
parted the  Hill  on  March  7. 

Under  the  direction  of  Professor  Thomas 
Williams,  who  also  teaches  voice  at  nearby 
Longwood  University,  the  newly-named  Men's 
Chorus  remains  a  large  and  active  group  on  cam- 
pus. Formerly  known  as  the  Glee  Club,  it  is  one 
of  the  College's  oldest  organizations  and  attracts 
students  from  many  majors. 

The  Men's  Chorus  was  given  a  splendid  tour  of 
the  Lone  Star  State  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  Merwin, 
parents  of  the  Men's  Chorus'  own  Hollis  Merwin 
'04,  who  planned  and  organized  a  majority  of  the 
trip.  First,  the  men  visited  the  Stockyards  in  Fort 
Worth,  where  the  West  began  and  where  many 
Hampden-Sydney  men  attempted  to  tackle  the 
mechanical  bull,  but  to  no  avail.  Later  that  night, 
the  Merwins  took  us  to  Billy  Bob's  of  Texas  Dance 
Hall,  the  largest  "Honky  Tonk"  in  the  country,  to 
dance  the  night  away  and  to  see  some  actual  bull 
riding. 

Professor  Williams  and  the  accompanist,  Dr. 
James  Kidd,  Barger  Professor  of  Music,  flew 
into  Dallas  on  March  11,  just  in  time  for  the 
Men's  Chorus  concert  in  Thanksgiving  Square, 
Dallas,  attended  by  former  student  body  presi- 
dent Michael  Blackwell  '01.  Following  two  early 
morning  performances  at  University  Park  United 
Methodist  Church,  in  Dallas,  the  men  toured  the 
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Sixth  Floor  Museum  (which  com- 
memorates the  Kennedy  assas- 
sination). 

The  next  day,  the  men  per- 
formed at  the  Texas  State 
Capitol,  and  were  met  by  Trey 
Blocker  '96,  who  is  the  Chief  of 
Staff  for  Texas  State  Senator 
Craig  Estes.  That  evening, 
after  a  reception  at  the  historic 
Austin  Club  for  local  alumni  and 
prospective  students,  the  men 
gave  a  concert  at  St.  Andrew's 
Episcopal  School  and  checked 
out  the  "Live  Music  Capitol  of 
the  World." 

On  Thursday,  after  a  long 
drive,  the  Chorus  arrived  in  San 
Antonio,  where  they  toured  the 
Alamo  and  took  in  the  sights 
and  sounds  of  the  River  Walk. 
That  evening,  the  men  gave 
their  final  Texas  performance  in 
the  stunning  sanctuary  of  First 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Every  concert  began  and  ended 
with  the  traditional  Glee  Club 
songs,  Brothers,  Sing  On  and 
The  Hampden -Sydney  Hymn 
—A  Glass  of  the  Finest.  The 
rest  of  the  program  included 
"Songs  of  the  Sea,"  "Traditional 
Spirituals,"  and  selections  from 
The  Testament  of  Freedom, 
which  features  sayings  of 
Thomas  Jefferson  set  to  music 
by  Randall  Thompson.  EB

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FOOTBALL,  FALL  2001 

Just  two  years  removed  from  a  1-9  finish, 
Hampden-Sydney's  football  team  completed  its 
most  impressive  run  in  seven  years.  Surviving  a 
midseason  slump,  defeating  arch-rival  Randolph- 
Macon,  and  winning  the  last  two  games  of  the 
season,  the  Tigers  finished  5-5  overall  and  tied  for 
second-place  with  a  3-3  record  in  the  Old  Dominion 
Athletic  Conference. 

The  Tigers  opened  on  September  1  at  home 
against  Sewanee,  losing  to  a  tough  Purple  Tigers 
squad,  22-14.  A  week  later,  the  Tigers  evened  their 
record  to  1-1  with  a  20-14  victory  over  Gettysburg 
College. 

The  Tiger  offense  exploded  in  game  number  three 
as  the  team  dismantled  ODAC-foe  Guilford,  59-7, 
in  Greensboro,  NC.  The  Tigers  racked  up  523  yards 
of  offense  and  scored  eight  touchdowns  on  the  day. 
Mac  Russell  '03  led  the  Tiger  offense  as  he  threw 
for  254  yards  and  three  TDs,  while  senior  receiver 
Neal  Herndon  caught  seven  passes  for  128  yards 
and  two  TDs.  The  Tiger's  impressive  defense,  led 
by  Jimmy  Hicks  '03  and  Dick  Scott  '03,  limited 
Guilford  to  just  205  total  yards  and  forced  four 
Quaker  turnovers. 

In  the  fourth  game  of  the  season  Hampden- 
Sydney  hosted  third-ranked  ODAC-foe 
Bridgewater.  With  the  league's  then-top-rated 
offense  (Bridgewater)  and  then-top-rated  defense 
(Hampden-Sydney)  squaring  off,  "Death  Valley" 
played  host  to  what  has  been  billed  the  biggest 
showdown  in  Tiger  football  history.  After  spotting 
the  Eagles  a  28-0  lead  before  the  end  of  the  half, 
the  game  seemed  nearly  over.  But  with  12:31  left  to 
play  in  the  first  half,  Mac  Russell  hit  Conrad  Singh 
'04  for  a  27-yard  catch-and-run  TD.  In  the  third 
quarter  the  defense  knocked  Bridgewater  quarter- 
back Jason  Lutz  out  of  the  game  and  blocked  an 
Eagle  field  goal,  while  Mac  Russell  connected  with 
Brandon  Hamlett  '04  for  a  75-yard  scoring  strike 
and  Chris  Gould  '03  found  the  end  zone  for  his 
second  rushing  TD  of  the  game  to  make  it  35-28. 

In  the  fourth  quarter,  after  faking  a  quick  kick, 
Russell  connected  with  Neal  Herndon  on  a  79-yard 
touchdown  bomb.  But  midway  through  the  fourth 
quarter,  the  Eagles  seemingly  iced  the  game  as  the 
team  marched  84  yards  on  12  plays  and  ate  up  5:37 
off  the  clock  before  scoring  to  take  a  commanding 
48-34  lead.  Minutes  later,  however,  Russell  again 
connected  with  Herndon,  this  time  from  66  yards 
out.  A  Gould  two-point  conversion  kept  the  Tigers 
in  striking  distance,  but  the  team  could  not  muster 


another  score  as  the  third-ranked  Eagles  escaped 
with  a  narrow  48-42  victory.  The  two  teams  com- 
bined for  995  yards  of  total  offense  as  Russell 
completed  23-of-37  passes  for  an  ODAC-record  462 
yards  and  four  TDs. 


The  Emory  and  Henry  Wasps  dominated 
all  aspects  of  the  next  contest,  defeating  the 
Tigers,  34-20.  A  week  later,  Washington  &  Lee 
pounded  Hampden-Sydney  at  Fulton  Field, 
39-12.  Redemption  came  just  one  week  later  as 
Hampden-Sydney  and  head  coach  Marty  Favret 
defeated  Catholic  University,  27-25.  The  win  was 
the  first  for  Favret  against  his  alma  mater,  where 
he  also  was  offensive  coordinator  for  six  seasons. 
Woes  seemingly  behind  them,  the  Tigers  took  off 
for  Charlotte,  NC,  for  a  matchup  against  NCAA 
Division  I-AA  opponent  Davidson.  But  the  Wildcats 
dropped  the  Tigers,  37-19. 

The  Tigers  then  pummeled  Maryville,  45-21,  to 
earn  their  fourth  victory  of  the  season  as  the  of- 
fense rushed  for  a  season-high  294  yards  and  three 
touchdowns  and  the  defense  limited  the  Fighting 
Scots  to  just  293  yards  of  offense  and  picked  off 
four  passes. 
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With  a  .500  record  at  season's  end  on  the  line  for 
both  teams,  the  Tigers  prepared  for  "The  Game" 
against  arch-rival  Randolph-Macon  for  the  107th 
time.  For  the  first  time  since  1994,  Hampden- 
Sydney  walked  away  victorious,  swatting  the 
Yellow  Jackets,  38-26. 

Mac  Russell  completed  13  of  20  passes  for  175 
yards  and  two  TDs  and  also  rushed  50  yards,  ac- 
counting for  a  total  of  225  yards.  Freshman  back 
C.W.  Clemmons  finished  with  80  yards  on  the 
ground,  while  senior  Kevin  Tucker  contributed  31 
of  the  team's  200  yards. 

The  team  wrapped  up  the  season  at  5-5,  the  best 
finish  since  1993.  Ten  Tigers  walked  away  with  All- 
ODAC  honors,  with  defensive  back  Chris  Scott  and 
cornerback  Lonnie  Johnson  on  the  First  Team. 

FOOTBALL,  FALL  2002 

This  fall  the  football  Tigers  recorded  their  best 
season  since  1986,  finishing  the  year  8-2  overall 
and  5-1  in  the  Old  Dominion  Athletic  Conference 
to  finish  in  second  place.  They  kicked  off  the  sea- 
son by  traveling  to  Sewanee  to  take  on  the  Purple 
Tigers.  After  falling  behind  early,  quarterback  Mac 
Russell  '03  helped  lead  the  Tigers  to  a  lopsided 
51-17  victory.  The  win  snapped  a  five-game  losing 
streak  and  was  the  first  victory  in  a  season  opener 
since  1996.  Week  two  came  with  another  milestone: 
a  win  over  Gettysburg  put  the  Tigers  at  2-0  for 
the  first  time  since  1992.  In  their  first  home  game, 
Hampden-Sydney  trounced  Guilford  38-0,  posting 
the  team's  second  shutout  in  three  games  against 


the  Quakers  and  marking  its  best  start  since  1976. 

At  3-0  on  the  year,  the  Tigers  were  inching  ever 
closer  to  cracking  the  American  Football  Coaches 
Association  top-25.  With  that  in  mind,  the  team 
focused  on  their  toughest  opponent  of  the  season: 
second-ranked  Bridgewater.  After  a  hard-hitting 
contest,  the  Tigers  lost  38-7  to  the  Eagles,  who 
were  coming  off  a  12-1  season  in  which  the  team 
went  undefeated  in  the  ODAC.  In  the  annual 
Homecoming  Game,  Hampden-Sydney  took  on 
Emory  &  Henry.  Rebounding  from  their  tough 
loss  to  Bridgewater  with  a  come-from-behind 
24-13  victory,  Hampden-Sydney  recorded  its  first 
Homecoming  win  since  1993.  Russell  finished  the 
game  19-for-27  for  156  yards  and  a  touchdown  to 
become  Hampden-Sydney 's  all-time  leader  in  com- 
pletions (467).  After  just  25  career  games,  Russell 
owned  every  passing  record  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
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In  game  six,  the  Tigers  avenged  their  2001 
loss  to  Washington  &  Lee  with  a  44-13  victory. 
The  following  weekend,  Tiger  head  coach  Marty 
Favret  claimed  bragging  rights  with  a  30-20  win 
over  his  alma  mater  Catholic,  where  he  was  of- 
fensive coordinator  for  six  years  before  coming 
to  Hampden-Sydney.  The  next  week  the  Tigers 
traveled  to  Tennessee,  where  three  fourth-quarter 
touchdowns — including  two  interception  returns 
for  touchdowns — lifted  Hampden-Sydney  to  a  51-23 
victory  over  Maryville  College. 
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Midfielder  Chad  Quenneville  '04 


The  next  and  final  game  was  against  rival 
Randolph-Macon,  marking  the  108th  showdown 
of  the  "oldest  small  school  rivalry  in  the  South." 
On  a  muddy  Fulton  Field  in  front  of  nearly  7,000 
rain-drenched  fans,  the  two  teams  remained  in  a 
grueling  deadlock  until  Russell  connected  with  Cole 
Downer  '05  midway  through  the  fourth  quarter. 
That  53-yard  touchdown  pass  proved  to  be  the  game 
winner,  confirming  the  Tigers'  second-place  finish  in 
the  ODAC  and  securing  bragging  rights  until  next 
year.  Russell  finished  his  career  third  on  the  all- 
time  ODAC  passing  yardage  chart  with  6,333  yards. 

In  the  post-season,  13  Tigers  were  selected  for 


All-ODAC  squads.  The  six  first-team  honorees  were 
defensive  back  Chris  Scott  '03,  offensive  lineman 
Adam  Ward  '03,  wide  out  Conrad  Singh  '04,  run- 
ning back  CW  Clemmons  '05,  defensive  end  Rob 
Tuebner  '03,  and  place-kicker  Doug  Van  Der  Mallie 
'03.  Quarterback  Mac  Russell  '03,  offensive  line- 
man Bobby  Brink  '04,  punter  Bo  Wilkinson  '04,  and 
defensive  standouts  James  Riley  '03  and  Daniel 
Park  '03  earned  All-ODAC  Second  Team  honors. 
Rounding  out  the  all-conference  honorees  were 
linebacker  Ryan  Kulinski  '03  and  halfback  Brandon 
Hamlett  '03. 

Clemmons  went  on  to  earn  Second  Team  All-State 
and  Scott,  Ward,  Singh,  and  Van  Der  Mallie  were 
named  First  Team.  In  addition,  Scott  and  Ward 
received  First-Team  All-South  Regional  honors  and 
Van  Der  Mallie  and  Singh  received  Second  Team 
All-South  honors. 

SOCCER,  FALL  2001 

Hampden-Sydney 's  soccer  team  finished  a  success- 
ful 2001  season  with  13-6-2  overall  and  6-3  in  the 
ODAC.  After  a  four-game  turnaround  over  a  10-10 
finish  in  the  2000  season,  Coach  Bert  Molinary's 
squad  advanced  into  the  second  round  of  the  ODAC 
Tournament. 

The  Tigers  opened  the  year  with  three  straight 
wins,  outscoring  Marymount,  Chowan,  and  Averett 
by  16-3.  After  losing  a  tough  match  to  York  College, 
the  Tigers  rebounded  with  a  3-2  victory  over 
Eastern  Connecticut  and  started  a  five-game  un- 
beaten stretch. 

A  scoreless  tie  at  perennial  power  Emory  and  wins 
over  Ferrum,  Oglethorpe,  and  Bridgewater  gave  the 
young  Tigers  a  surprising  7-1-1  record,  even  with 
three  freshmann  and  three  sophomore  starters. 
However,  the  Tigers  were  defeated  in  four  of  the 
next  five  contests. 

But  the  Tigers  regrouped  as  the  senior  leader- 
ship came  through  on  and  off  the  field.  Senior  Seth 
Jenkins  scored  both  goals  in  a  2-1  victory  over 
Emory  &  Henry.  Junior  Beau  Burke  broke  through 
for  the  only  strike  in  a  1-0  victory  over  Randolph- 
Macon  that  put  the  Tigers  in  fourth  place  in  the 
ODAC  with  a  4-3  record. 

All-ODAC  midfielder  Rob  Comegys  '02  then  took 
charge,  beginning  with  a  goal  in  the  2-2  tie  against 
fourth-ranked  Greensboro.  In  the  final  two  contests 
he  scored  four  goals  and  registered  three  assists 
as  the  Tigers  swept  past  Guilford  and  Eastern 
Mennonite  to  finish  the  regular  season  at  13-5-2, 
6-3  in  the  ODAC. 
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As  fourth  seed  in  the  ODAC  Tournament,  the 
Tigers  hosted  Lynchburg  College  in  the  open- 
ing round  netting  s  3-0  victory  as  sophomore  Pat 
Whitehead,  junior  Landon  Moore,  and  Comegys 
each  scored. 

The  season  ended  prematurely  in  the  semifinals 
as  Hampden-Sydney  was  upended  for  the  second 
time  in  2001  by  top-seeded  Washington  &  Lee. 
Despite  the  disappointing  loss,  the  Tigers  still 
completed  one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  in 
Hampden-Sydney  soccer  history.  The  13  wins  mark 
the  third  most  all-time,  while  the  52  goals  scored 
and  61  assists  also  rate  third  best  among  all-time 
marks.  Seniors  Rob  Comegys  and  Josh  Dickens 
garnered  All-ODAC  First  Team  honors,  senior  Seth 
Jenkins  and  sophomore  Chad  Quenneville  were 
named  All-ODAC  Second  Team,  and  freshman 
Bobby  Hillmann  earned  honorable  mention. 

SOCCER,  FALL  2002 

Hampden-Sydney 's  soccer  team  completed  another 
successful  season  under  head  coach  Bert  Molinary. 
The  Tigers  wrapped  up  the  year  with  a  second- 
place  finish  in  the  ODAC  regular  season  standings 
and  a  14-6  overall  record — the  most  wins  for  the 
soccer  program  since  the  1997  and  1998  teams 
each  won  14  games. 

The  Tigers  opened  the  season  with  four  straight 
victories  before  falling  to  then  12th-ranked  Mary 
Washington  in  overtime.  Hampden-Sydney  re- 
bounded from  that  loss  with  a  crushing  6-1  vic- 
tory over  in-state  foe  Averett  University,  but  they 
dropped  their  second  game  in  three  tries  with  a  1-0 
loss  to  Savannah  College  A&D.  At  6-2,  the  team 
opened  conference  play  with  Washington  &  Lee 
University  on  September  21.  The  Generals  proved 
to  be  a  pesky  match  in  2001,  upending  the  Tigers 


1-0  on  two  separate  occasions,  including  the  semifi- 
nals of  the  ODAC  Tournament.  This  year,  however, 
Hampden-Sydney  exacted  revenge  as  they  came 
away  with  the  hard-fought  1-0  win. 

The  Tigers  cruised  to  victory  in  their  first  four 
ODAC  games,  out-scoring  their  opponents  8-4  in 
the  process.  With  an  11-3  overall  record  and  4-0 
conference  mark,  the  team  lost  to  second-ranked 
and  undefeated  Virginia  Wesleyan  on  October 
15.  The  Tigers  rebounded  for  two  more  confer- 
ence wins:  4-1  over  Emory  &  Henry  and  3-2  over 
Randolph-Macon.  The  Tigers  lost  to  19th-ranked 
Roanoke  College  in  their  last  outing  on  October  26, 
but  recovered  with  a  3-2  double-overtime  victory 
over  Eastern  Mennonite  to  close  out  the  season 
with  14  victories. 

The  win  clinched  the  No.  2  seed  in  the  ODAC 
Tournament  and  the  team  hosted  seventh-ranked 
Randolph-Macon  on  a  rain-soaked  Miller  Field. 
Despite  out-shooting  the  Yellow  Jackets, 
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the  Tigers  lost  2-1,  ending  the  season  with  a  stel- 
lar 14-6  record. 

Striker  Beau  Burke  '03,  midfielder  and  captain 
Chad  Quenneville  '04,  and  sweeper  Chris  Catlett 
'05  received  All-ODAC  First  Team  honors.  Defender 
Bobby  Hillman  '05,  captain  Pat  Whitehead  '04,  and 
defender  Chris  Moxley  '05  received  All-ODAC  hon- 
orable mention.  Hillman,  Catlett,  and  Quenneville 
went  on  to  earn  First  Team  All-South  Regional 
honors.  Quenneville  also  garnered  Third  Team  All- 
American  honors. 

GOLF,  SPRING  2002 

The  Hampden-Sydney  golf  team  finished  in  third 
place  in  the  ODAC,  scoring  ten  top-five  finishes  in 
13  events  during  the  season.  Brent  Gammon  '03 
earned  All-ODAC  honors  for  the  second  straight 
season,  leading  the  team  with  a  77.4  season  stroke 
average  and  six  top-five  finishes,  and  finished  tenth 
at  the  ODAC  Tournament  with  rounds  of  76  and 
78.  Ryan  Patterson  '03  also  scored  a  top-ten  finish 
in  the  ODAC  Tournament,  winding  up  in  seventh 
with  scores  of  74  and  76. 

GOLF,  SPRING  2003 

Hampden-Sydney's  golf  team  scored  a  second-place 
finish  in  the  Old  Dominion  Athletic  Conference  to 
wrap  up  one  of  the  most  successful  golf  seasons  in 
recent  memory.  Senior  Brent  Gammon  scored  his 
third  straight  First  Team  All-ODAC  honor  and  won 
the  individual  honors  at  the  ODAC  Tournament 
with  rounds  of  70  and  76.  In  ten  tournaments 
on  the  year,  the  Tiger  golfers  finished  in  the  top 
three  in  eight  events  and  won  three  tournaments, 
including  the  2002  Virginia  Intercollegiate  College 
Division  Championship. 

Overall,  the  Hampden-Sydney  team  won  the 
Bridgewater  Invitational,  the  Washington  & 
Lee-Buck  Leslie  Memorial  and  the  Virginia 
Intercollegiate  Championship.  Gammon  scored 
top  honors  at  the  ODAC  Tournament,  as  well  as 
the  Randolph-Macon/Ted  Keller  Intercollegiate 
and  the  H-SC/Longwood  Challenge.  Junior  J.B. 
Richardson  won  individual  honors  at  Camp  Lejune 
and  finished  second  at  the  Buck  Leslie  Memorial, 
while  junior  Michael  Wray  scored  top  honors  at 
Bridgewater. 

The  Tigers  finished  the  year  with  a  309  stroke 
average  as  a  team,  while  Gammon  and  Richardson 
paced  the  team  with  stroke  averages  of  75.8  and 
75.9  respectively. 


TENNIS,  SPRING  2002 

Hampden-Sydney's  tennis  team  finished  the  sea- 
son with  a  9-4  overall  record  and  a  third-place 
conference  finish.  In  the  ODAC  tournament,  Chris 
Duquette  '02,  Rob  Light  '02,  and  Cooper  Wilson  '04 
scored  individual  second-place  finishes,  Duquette 
at  No.  3  singles,  Light  at  No.  4  singles,  and  Wilson 
at  No.  6  singles.  In  addition,  the  tandem  of  Light 
and  Wilson  took  second-place  at  No.  6  doubles.  The 
tournament,  won  for  the  seventh-straight 
season  by  Washington  &  Lee,  was  cut 
short  by  inclement  weather,  and  only 
the  championship  events  were 
played. 

TENNIS,  SPRING  2003 

Bert  Molinary's  tennis 
squad  finished  the 
season  with  a  4-5 
overall  mark  and 
3-3  conference  re- 
cord. The  young 


Tom  Hogge  '03 
returns  a  high  volley 
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Tigers  finished  fifth  in  the  ODAC  Championships, 
but  freshman  Patrick  Gee  became  the  first  H-SC 
player  to  earn  ODAC  Rookie  of  the  Year  honors  as 
the  six-foot-five,  Richmond  native  scored  second- 
place  honors  at  No.  1  singles.  Gee  finished  8-3  on 
the  year  at  No.  1  singles,  5-0  in  ODAC  competi- 
tion, and  earned  Second  Team  All-ODAC  honors 
for  his  efforts.  He  teamed  with  fellow  freshman 
Justin  Paciocco  to  score  third-place  honors  at  No.  1 
doubles.  Seniors  Durell  Carothers  and  Tom  Hogge 
finished  third  at  No.  3  and  No.  4  singles  respective- 
ly, while  Paciocco  finished  seventh  at  No.  2  singles 
to  give  the  tennis  Tigers  four  place-winners. 

BASKETBALL  POST-SEASON,  SPRING  2002 

After  trouncing  Randolph-Macon  55-48  in  the 
ODAC  Championship  game  to  claim  their  eighth 
title — the  fifth  in  the  last  six  years — the  Tigers 
advanced  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the  sixth 
straight  year  under  the  tutelage  of  Tony  Shaver, 
the  all-time  leader  in  career  coaching  victories. 
Hampden-Sydney  finished  with  a  19-5  overall 
regular  season  record  and  13-5  mark  in  the  ODAC, 
claiming  second  seed  in  the  ODAC  Tournament. 
Facing  Guilford  College  in  Salem,  VA,  for  their 
first-round  matchup,  the  Tigers  fell  behind  midway 
through  the  contest.  But  they  scrapped  and  clawed 
back  into  the  game,  eventually  stealing  the  vic- 
tory, 57-55,  courtesy  of  18  points  by  Lane  Brooks 
'04.  In  the  semifinals  against  Emory  &  Henry,  the 
Tigers  again  found  themselves  in  a  deficit  late  in 
the  contest.  Once  again,  the  team  proved  resilient 
and  battled  back,  thanks  in  part  to  double-double 
performances  by  David  Willson  '05  ( 23  points, 


11  rebounds)  and  Lane  Brooks  (21  points,  12  re- 
bounds), to  snatch  victory  from  the  Wasps,  105-95. 

In  the  ODAC  title  game,  the  Tigers  avenged  two 
regular-season  losses  at  the  hands  of  Macon.  Guard 
Jeff  Monroe  '04  contributed  13  points;  Brandon 
Randall  '04  earned  the  ODAC  MVP  trophy,  while 
Lane  Brooks  and  David  Willson  each  took  home 
All-Tournament  honors. 

In  the  opening  round  of  play  in  the  NCAA 
Tournament,  Hampden-Sydney 's  run-and-gun 
style  of  play  proved  too  much  for  North  Carolina 
Wesleyan.  The  Tigers'  Marcus  Gregory  '03  nearly 
completed  the  first  triple-double  in  H-SC  basketball 
history,  with  10  points,  13  assists,  and  9  rebounds, 
to  lead  the  team  to  a  92-79  victory.  In  the  second 
round,  however,  the  Tigers  were  narrowly  defeated 
by  defending  champions  Catholic.  Jason  Holman 
'04  and  Jeff  Monroe  scored  career-highs  with  20 
and  19  points  respectively  for  Hampden-Sydney  in 
the  disappointing  74-68  loss,  to  finish  the  season  at 
23-6. 

Several  players  were  honored  after  the  season. 
Brandon  Randall  earned  All-ODAC  Second  Team 
honors,  while  Lane  Brooks  and  Marcus  Gregory 
each  got  All-ODAC  honorable  mention  nods. 
Randall  also  earned  Verizon/CoSIDA  Academic 
All-District  III  First  Team  honors  for  his  classroom 
achievements. 

The  Tigers  return  all  five  starters  and  all  15  let- 
termen  next  year  for  what  promises  to  be  one  of  the 
most  exciting  seasons  in  H-SC  hoops  history 
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BASKETBALL,  SPRING   2003 

In  a  season  that  looked  familiar,  the  Tigers  nearly 
captured  the  NCAA  National  Championship,  post- 
ing a  20-game-plus  season  for  the  seventh  straight 
year,  climbing  as  high  as  No.  2  in  the  D3hoops.com 
national  rankings.  Their  22  straight  victories 
included  a  home  win  over  then  third-ranked 
Randolph-Macon.  The  win  streak  eventually  ended 
with  a  loss  at  Randolph-Macon,  but  the  team  had 
more  success  in  R-MC's  Crenshaw  Gymnasium 
four  weeks  later  as  it  won  the  South  Sectional  and 
earned  a  bid  to  the  Final  Four. 

Hampden-Sydney  rolled  through  the  ODAC, 
finishing  with  a  17-1  mark  in  league  play.  Thanks 
to  a  tie-breaking  procedure,  the  Yellow  Jackets 
were  awarded  the  No.  1  seed,  while  the  Tigers 
looked  to  win  their  third  straight  ODAC  title  from 
the  No.  2  spot.  Wins  over  Bridgewater  and  Virginia 
Wesleyan  in  the  first  two  rounds  of  the  tournament 
set  up  yet  another  battle  with  Randolph-Macon  for 
the  ODAC  Championship.  The  Tigers  and  Jackets 
played  a  low-scoring  defensive  affair.  Everything 
seemed  to  be  falling  into  place  for  a  ninth  ODAC 
title  for  Hampden-Sydney  before  a  last-second  bas- 


ket gave  the  championship  to  the  Yellow  Jackets 
for  the  first  time  in  over  a  decade.  Despite  the 
heart-breaking  loss,  Hampden-Sydney  earned  its 
11th  NCAA  Tournament  bid  . 

The  Tournament  opened  with  a  bang  for  the 
Tigers,  thanks  to  a  heroic  buzzer-beater  by  ju- 
nior guard  Jeff  Monroe  for  a  56-54  victory  over 
Savannah  College  of  Art  and  Design.  Moving  into 
the  region  sectionals  at  Randolph-Macon,  the 
Tigers  were  faced  by  two  of  the  toughest  teams  in 
the  country.  Over  the  course  of  two  days,  Hampden- 
Sydney  pulled  off  two  of  the  biggest  victories  in 
program  history,  ending  Illinois  Wesleyan's  season 
in  the  Sweet  16  and  breaking  down  Wisconsin- 
Oshkosh  in  the  Elite  Eight  in  "two  of  the  best 
back-to-back  games  a  Hampden-Sydney  team  has 
ever  played,"  according  to  head  coach  Tony  Shaver. 
Success  was  sweet  as  the  Tigers  cut  down  the  nets 
in  R-MC's  Crenshaw  Gymnasium,  whose  team  had 
dealt  us  a  painful  loss  a  month  earlier.

Heading  into  the  second  Final  Four  in  program 
history,  Hampden-Sydney  seemed  confident  of 
adding  to  its  trophy  case.  However,  in  the  national 
semifinal  the  sharp-shooting  Gusties  of  Gustavus- 
Adolphus  cut  down  the  Tigers  with  a  70-percent 
shooting  effort  in  the 
first  12  minutes.  Despite 
a  valiant  comeback,  the 
Tigers'  championship 
dreams  were  dashed.  In 
the  national  consolation 
game  one  day  later,  the 
team  put  forth  its  best 
effort,  but  once  again,  the 
Tigers  were  upended  as 
Wooster  College  scored  a 
four-point  victory  to  end 
Hampden-Sydney's  sea- 
son with  a  28-4  record.

Head  Coach  Tony  Shaver  won  his  350th  contest 
against  Guilford  and  by  season's  end  had  improved 
his  career  record  to  an  impressive  358-121  overall 

mark.  Senior  center 
Lane  Brooks  moved 
into  the  history  books 
as  the  33rd  Tiger  to 
score  more  than  1,000 
points  in  a  career.  In 
addition,  the  team 
completed  its  first-ever 
undefeated  season  on 
the  home  court. 

The  2002-2003  season 
proved  to  be  one  of  the 
all-time  best  seasons. 
Meanwhile,  the  fans 
and  supporters  of 
H-SC  basketball  were 
again  treated  to  a  Final 
Four,  fine  coaching, 
and  outstanding  effort 
by  the  players  in  one 
of  the  best  basketball 
programs  in  NCAA 
Division  III. 
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ALL,  SPRING  2002 

a  2002,  the  Hampden-Sydney  baseball  team  made 
big  strides  toward  the  glory  and  success  it  enjoyed 
a  decade  ago.  The  Tigers  won  18  contests,  the  most 
for  any  H-SC  team  since  1991,  and  closed  out  the 
season  with  a  victory  over  the  No.  2  team  in  the 
nation. 

Starting  the  season  with 
disappointing  losses  to 
nationally-ranked  Methodist 
College  and  Averett 
University,  Hampden-Sydney 
rebounded  with  four  straight 
wins,  including  a  28-4  vic- 
tory over  Greensboro  College 
in  one  of  the  most  lopsided 
victories  in  team  history.  The 
team  ended  the  month  of 
March  on  a  high  note,  win- 
ning seven  of  eight  over  the 
final  two  weeks  of  the  season, 
with  a  13-12  overall  record. 

April,  however,  was  cruel: 
the  team  lost  six  crucial 
ODAC  contests,  eliminating 
it  from  tournament  conten- 
tion. With  nothing  left  to  play 
for  but  the  pride  of  being  a 
Hampden-Sydney  baseball 
player,  the  Tigers  rallied  for 
three  straight  victories  over 
the  final  five  days  of  the  season  In  the  end,  the 
Tigers  finished  with  an  18-19  record.  Shortstop 
Neal  Herndon  '02  set  the  all-time  career  record  for 
hits  (140)  and  RBIs  (101)  in  a  career. 


BASEBALL,  SPRING  2003 

With  22  freshmen  and  sophomores  on  Todd 
Lampman's  2003  baseball  squad,  the  future  looked 
bright.  Despite  winning  just  12  games  during  the 
regular  season,  that  young  group  chose  the  right 
ones  to  win:  nine  conference  games,  for  a  9-9,  sixth- 
place  finish  in  the  ODAC.  The  biggest  win  was  the 

Tigers'  defeat  of  Emory  & 
Henry,  21-1,  in  a  conference 
double-header  to  earn  a  bid 
to  the  2003  ODAC  Baseball 
Tournament. 

In  their  first  game  of  the 
tournament,  the  Tigers  took 
15th-ranked  and  top-seeded 
Virginia  Wesleyan  into  extra 
innings  before  falling  to  the 
Marlins,  8-7;  their  season 
ended  a  day  later  with  a  loss 
to  Lynchburg  in  the  second 
round. 

Sophomore  short-stop 
Mike  Clark  developed  into 
the  team's  leading  hitter, 
finishing  the  year  with  a 
.368  average.  Clark  paced 
the  Tigers  with  12  doubles 
and  25  runs-batted-in,  while 
he  also  stole  11  bases  and 
finished  the  year  with  a 
.441  on-base  percentage. 
Sophomore  pitcher  Jerry  Shank  developed  into 
the  ace  of  the  pitching  staff,  scoring  four  straight 
conference  victories  over  the  last  half  of  the  season. 
Overall,  Shank  finished  with  a  5-2  record  in  nine

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starts,  struck  out  a  team-high  39  batters  in  61 
innings  and  wound  up  with  a  4.28  earned-run-av- 
erage. 

In  2004,  18  letterwinners  return  for  Hampden-

eight  pitchers  who  made  at  least  six  appearances 
in  2003.  The  future  of  Hampden-Sydney  baseball 
has  arrived,  and  2004  should  be  a  standout  season. 


level.  The  defense  was  solid  through  the  streak, 
allowing  just  five  goals-per-contest,  while  the 
offense  ran  along  at  a  12-goals-per-game  clip. 
Attackmen  Chris  Lucas  '03  and  Matt  Fassnacht 
'05  became  a  two-headed  monster  for  the  Tigers, 
each  netting  over  30  goals,  while  midfielders  Jason 
Rostan  '03  and  Phil  Dick  '03  each  scored  over  20 
to  lead  the  dangerous  Hampden-Sydney  offense. 
In  the  goal,  Jeremy  Bull  '04  led  the  ODAC  in  save 
percentage  and  goals-against-average  and  ranked 
third  in  saves. 

As  the  top  seed  in  the  ODAC  tournament,  the 
Tigers  drew  fourth-seeded  Roanoke  in  the  open- 
ing round  of  play.  Their  12-10  victory  set  up  a 
rematch  with  Washington  &  Lee  for  the  ODAC 
Championship.  Unlike  last  year,  the  Generals 
upset  the  Tigers,  8-3,  to  steal  the  championship 
and  win  the  automatic  berth  into  the  NCAA 
Tournament. 

In  the  2002  ODAC  Postseason  Awards,  Jason 
Rostan  earned  ODAC  Player  of  the  Year  honors, 
while  seven  members  of  the  team  earned  All-ODAC 
nods.  Joining  Rostan  on  the  All-ODAC  First  Team 
were  attackman  Chris  Lucas,  defenseman  Jason 
Archbell  '02,  defenseman  Chris  Biddison  '03, 
and  goalie  Jeremy  Bull.  Sophomore  attack  Matt 
Fassnacht  and  junior  midfielder  Phil  Dick  earned 
All-ODAC  Second  Team  honors. 

On  May  5,  the  NCAA  Selection  Committee  picked 
Hampden-Sydney  as  one  of  two  Pool  C  "at-large" 
berths  into  the  2002  NCAA  Division  III  Lacrosse 
Tournament.  Playing  at  home  on  May  8,  the 
Tigers  lost  to  Salisbury  University,  15-8.  At  13-3, 
the  Tigers  finished  the  season  ranked  in  the  top 
ten  for  the  second  consecutive  season. 


LACROSSE,  SPRING  2002 

The  2002  season  broke  both  hearts  and  records. 
The  Tigers  entered  the  season  with  seven  start- 
ers, and  25  lettermen  returning  from  the  2001 
ODAC  Championship  squad.  However,  the  team 
stumbled  coming  out  of  the  gates  and  dropped  the 
first  game  of  the  season  to  Marymount,  9-8.  They 
regrouped  and  a  week  later  scored  an  11-10  double- 
overtime  victory  to  initiate  a  13-game  winning 
streak.  In  that  span,  the  team  captured  all  six 
regular  season  ODAC  contests,  earning  top  seed  in 
the  first-ever  ODAC  Men's  Lacrosse  Tournament. 
The  13  victories,  a  team  record,  was  the  longest 
winning  streak  in  the  nation  at  the  Division  III 
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LACROSSE,  SPRING  2003 

Hampden-Sydney's  2003  lacrosse  team  had  an 
outstanding  season  under  head  coach  Ray  Rostan, 
wrapping  up  the  regular  season  with  a  6-0  con- 
ference mark  and  No.  3  national  ranking  in  the 
USILA  Coaches  Poll. 

The  Tigers  completed  their  second-straight 
undefeated  season  in  the  ODAC,  courtesy  of 
one-goal  victories  over  the  second-,  third-, 
and  fourth-place  teams.  On  March  29  the 
Tigers  came  back  from  a  four-goal,  third- 
quarter  deficit  to  put  away  ninth-ranked 
Roanoke,  9-8,  as  midfielders 
Chris  Lucas  and  Jason  Rostan    5 
led  with  three  goals  each.  In 
April  Hampden-Sydney  and 
tenth-ranked  Washington  & 
Lee  clashed  in  the  longest 
contest  in  the  history  of  either 
school — the  Tigers  prevailed, 
8-7,  on  Phil  Dick's  goal  in  the 
fourth  overtime.  Hampden- 
Sydney  then  clinched  its 
third-straight  ODAC  regular 
season  championship  with  an 
8-7  victory  over  13th-ranked 
Lynchburg,  coming  back  from 
a  5-0  deficit  for  their  13th  straight  victory  in 
ODAC  play. 

Fourth-seeded  Washinghton  &  Lee  defeated 
the  Tigers  in  the  semifinal  round  of  the  ODAC 
Tournament,  a  rematch  of  2002's  championship 
contest.  H-SC  took  the  opening  lead,  but  W&L 
stormed  back  to  an  8-5  victory.  The  Tigers  received 
one  of  two  at-large  bids  to  the  NCAA  tournament. 
On  May  10,  the  Tigers  lost  to  Washington  College 
in  the  second  round  of  the  tournament.

Eight  members  of  the  seventh-ranked  H-SC  team 
were  named  All-ODAC;  seniors  Chris  Lucas,  Chris 
Biddison,  and  Jason  Rostan  each  earned  First 
Team  honors.  Attackman  Lucas  is  only  the  second 
Hampden-Sydney  player  to  earn  All-ODAC  First 
Team  honors  all  four  years  of  his  career;  with  this 
year's  record  of  54  points,  37  goals,  and  17  assists, 
he  moved  into  second-place  all-time  at  H-SC, 
with  226  career  points. 

Biddison  made  his  third-straight 
appearance  on  the  All-ODAC  First 
Team;  the  2002  USILA  First  Team 
Ail-American  anchored  a  Tiger  de- 
fense that  limited  its  oppo- 
nents to  just  over  seven  goals 
per  game,  while  also  collecting 
39  ground  balls. 

Rostan  made  a  repeat 
performance  on  the  All-ODAC 
First  Team  after  scoring 
Player  of  the  Year  honors 
in  2002.  The  All-America 
midfielder  battled  through 
late-season  injuries  to  finish 
second  on  the  team  in  scoring 
with  34  points  on  17  goals  and 
17  assists,  while  his  56  career 
assists  rank  fifth  all-time. 

Scoring  All-ODAC  Second  Team  honors  was 
sophomore  midfielder  and  face-off  specialist  Ryan 
Fassnacht;  he  won  127  of  174  face-offs  for  a  73- 
percent  average,  collecting  a  team-high  96  ground 
balls. 

Junior  attack  Matt  Fassnacht,  junior  goalie 
Jeremy  Bull,  and  senior  defensemen  Will  Swink 
and  John  MacDonell  each  earned  honorable  men- 
tion nods.  Hampden-Sydney  had  the  most  players 
on  the  all-conference  squads.

Rediscovering  Masculinity

E  A  MAN  ABOUT  IT."  It's  a 
directive  heard  by  genera- 
tions of  males  in  America. 
But  like  everything  else,  our 
collective  understanding 

of  what  it  means  to  be  a  man  has  changed  over 
the  years,  raising  questions  about  that  familiar 
mantra.  Similarly,  the  same  questions  might  be 
raised  about  Hampden-Sydney's  own  mantra:  "to 
form  good  men."  When  our  mission  statement  was 
coined,  all-male  colleges  were  the  norm,  and  the 
subordination  of  females  in  society  was  tacitly 
accepted.  But  times  have  changed.  Women  are 
assuming  their  rightful  place  as  equal  partners 
in  our  culture;  recent  debates  about  gender  mean 
that  "masculinity"  is  no  longer  a  seamless,  self-evi- 
dent, concept;  and  Hampden-Sydney — one  of  only 
three  men's  colleges  in  the  nation — has  become  an 
anomaly. 

As  a  result,  our  mission  statement  takes  on  a 
special  significance.  And  in  order  to  prepare  men 
for  a  successful  life  in  contemporary  culture  and 
to  justify  our  unique  position  in  today's  academic 
landscape,  it  seems  only  natural  that  we  join  the 
national  conversation  about  gender.  It  was  in  this 
spirit  that  on  February  19,  20,  and  21  the  College 
held  The  XY  Files:  A  Symposium  on  Masculinity. 
In  conjunction  with  a  one-hour  interdisciplinary 
course,  the  event  challenged  us  to  consider  what  it 
means  to  be  a  male  in  today's  world  and  how  it  is 
we  form  good  men. 

The  symposium  featured  a  host  of  student  discus- 
sion forums,  panels,  and  speakers,  including  a  cap- 
stone address  by  Michael  Kimmel,  whose  extensive 
publications  and  appearances  have  established 
him  as  one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on  the  sub- 
ject. Also  of  national  renown  was  keynote  speaker 


Chris  Kilmartin,  professor  of  psychology  at  Mary 
Washington  College,  who  initiated  the  program  by 
asking  the  obvious  question:  What  are  men's  issues 
and  why  should  we  study  them?  Kilmartin  outlined 
changes  in  gender  assumptions  over  recent  decades 
and  suggested  that  aspiring  to  the  traditional 
image  of  hegemonic  masculinity  is  detrimental  to 
men's  physical  and  psychological  health.  Kilmartin 
also  asserted  the  importance  of  "gender  literacy" 
in  college  and  the  need  for  programs  like  The  XY 
Files.  "Sending  students  into  today's  world  without 
gender  awareness  is  like  sending  them  without 
computer  skills,"  he  told  the  audience. 

Kilmartin  underscored  these  ideas  with  the  pre- 
sentation of  his  60-minute  one-man  show  Crimes 
Against  Nature.  A  part-time  comedian  and  a  well- 
versed  stage  per- 
former, Kilmartin's 
comedic  sensibilities 
helped  to  create  a 
space  in  which  is- 
sues of  masculinity 
could  comfortably  be 
addressed.

Logos  for  the  Symposium 
itself  and  the  Save  the 
Males  campaign  mounted 
in  response. 
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USING  THE  SUCCESSFUL  OPENING  performance 
as  a  springboard,  experts  from  a  wide  range  of 
disciplines  offered  a  panoptic  discussion  of  the 
challenges  men  face  today.  The  topic  of  the  first 
panel  was  "Questions  of  Nature  Versus  Nurture." 
Panelist  Claudia  Chang,  professor  of  anthropology 
at  Sweet  Briar  College,  used  empirical  evidence 
from  her  archaeological  and  ethnographic  field 
research  on  foraging  and  pastoral  people  in  North 
America,  Greece,  and  Kazakhstan  as  a  backdrop 
for  her  talk.  Similarly,  Chris  DeFrancisco  did 
anthropological  research  in  Zanzibar,  Tanzania, 
where  he  observed  the  Papasi, 
a  class  of  young  men  who  are 
posing  challenges  to  the  tradi- 
tional masculine  role  in  Zanzibari 
culture  by  embracing  some 
aspects  of  Western  influence. 
Dennis  Goff,  professor  of  psychol- 
ogy at  Randolph-Macon  Woman's 
College,  used  evidence  acquired 
from  his  research  on  rats  to  offer 
the  perspective  of  physical  psy- 
chology. Keynote  speaker  Chris 
Kilmartin  also  joined  the  panel. 

On  the  second  day,  professionals 
from  the  field  of  medicine  came 
together  to  discuss  "Men's  Health: 
Body,  Mind,  Spirit." 

The  next  panel — "Cultural 
Representations  of  Masculinity" — 
featured  Kembrew  McLeod, 
assistant  professor  in  the  depart- 
ment of  communications  studies  at  the  University 
of  Iowa,  and  Michael  MacKenzie,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  art  history  at  our  compatriot  all-male 
institution,  Wabash  College.  McLeod  teaches  media 
criticism  and  media  production  classes  and  has 
been  published  in  Rolling  Stone,  SPIN,  and  several 
other  well-known  magazines.  In  a  discussion  that 
was  arcane  to  the  adults  in  the  audience  but  quite 
familiar  to  students,  McLeod  focused  on  the  media 
images  of  masculinity  in  contemporary  hip-hop 
music.  In  a  discussion  markedly  different  in  tone 
and  theme,  MacKenzie  followed  with  a  discussion 
of  representations  of  the  body  in  the  context  of 
German  Expressionism.  Specifically,  MacKenzie  fo- 
cused on  the  image  of  the  Adonis  male  in  art  driven 
by  Nazi  ideology. 

For  the  final  panel,  Julio  Rodriguez,  who  teaches 
in  the  American  Culture  Program  at  Randolph-

professor  at  Georgia  State  University;  and  capstone 
speaker  Michael  Kimmel  came  together  to  discuss 
all-male  organizations.  Rodriguez  spoke  about  the 
competitive  nature  of  sports  organizations  and  the 
societal  expectations  levied  on  the  average  player. 
Stombler  brought  to  bear  her  extensive  research 
with  major  ethnographic  projects  related  to  cam- 
pus culture  in  her  lecture  about  hegemonic  mascu- 
linity in  fraternities.  Kimmel  spoke  about  a  more 
marginal  and  resoundingly  less  benign  set  of  male 
organizations:  white  supremacists.  Suggesting  that 
these  groups  are  driven  by  a  desire  for  revenge 

against  a  culture  that  has  emas- 
culated them,  Kimmel  drew  a  link 
between  a  masculinity  of  assumed 
entitlement  and  hate  groups. 

A  highlight  of  the  symposium 
was  the  student  panel  discus- 
sion, featuring  Bert  Drummond 
'02  and  Craig  Elkins  '02,  along 
with  Sweet  Briar  students 
Amanda-Paige  Conrad  and  Sasha 
Levine.  Detailing  his  paper  "The 
Hemingway  Men,"  Drummond 
spoke  about  "an  interesting  trend 
in  the  way  in  which  the  men  grow 
and  develop  in  Hemingway's  lit- 
erature," specifically  the  emotion- 
ally illiterate  "code  hero"  typical  of 
his  novels.  "Hemingway  captures 
on  paper,"  Drummond  said,  "the 
intensity  of  emotion,  the  impos- 
sibility of  communication,  and  the 
struggle  with  identity  seventy-five  years  before  any 
of  those  concepts  were  discussed  overtly  in  refer- 
ence to  masculinity." 

Elkins  discussed  masculinity  as  embodied  by 
another  stalwart  of  American  history:  Theodore 
Roosevelt.  Roosevelt  became  a  prominent  figure 
during  a  time  of  nascent  urban  expansion  in  the 
Eastern  United  States,  a  particularly  pivotal 
period  in  the  history  of  masculinity.  "During  this 
time,"  Elkins  argued,  "there  was  a  sense  among 
men  that  they  were  losing  parts  of  their  mascu- 
line identities  because  the  Western  frontiersman 
epitomized  what  true  masculinity  should  be."  But 
Roosevelt  offered  hope  to  emasculated  urban  dwell- 
ers by  providing  a  model  of  a  manly  20th  century 
man.  The  fact  that  he  became  such  a  model,  Elkins 
went  on  to  suggest,  is  emblematic  of  a  nervousness 
in  the  male  community  at  this  time  and  reveals 


Macon  Woman's  College;  Mindy  Stombler,  sociology        the  impetus  behind  contemporary  constructions 
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of  masculinity.  These  ideas  were  from  a  chapter  of 
his  honors  thesis — "We  Shall  Simply  Have  to  Cast 
Them  Off":  Mansfield's  and  Hemingway's  Early 
20th-century  Challenges  to  Gender  Roles — which 
Elkins  presented  to  the  honors  council  in  March. 

THE  EVENT  CONCLUDED  with  a  climactic  address 
by  Michael  Kimmel,  author  of  such  books  as  The 
Politics  of  Manhood,  Manhood  in  America,  and  The 
Gendered  Society.  A  self-proclaimed  "profeminist 
male,"  Kimmel's  scholarship  has  been  the  source  of 
controversy  at  several  colleges.  Unsurprisingly,  his 
appearance  was  fodder  for  dis- 
sent among  some  students  here. 
Assuming  he  would  criticize  all- 
male  education,  several  charges 
convened  outside  Crawley  Forum 
to  sell  t-shirts  bearing  the  mes- 
sage, "Save  the  Males." 

There  was  standing  room  only 
in  Crawley  and,  as  Kimmel  ap- 
proached the  podium,  an  almost 
acrid  air  of  dissent  filled  the 
forum.  He  prefaced  his  lecture, 
entitled  "What  About  the  Boys: 
What  the  Current  Debates  Tell 
Us  (and  Don't  Tell  Us)  About  Boys 
and  School,"  with  a  message  of 
admiration  for  the  College's  deci- 
sion to  initiate  the  symposium: 
"A  great  thing  is  happening  here; 
Hampden-Sydney  is  no  longer  a 
college  of  men  and  for  men,  but  a 
college  about  men." 

This  approach,  Kimmel  went  on  to  suggest,  is 
the  best  way  to  legitimize  our  status  as  an  all-male 
institute.  He  did  not,  in  fact,  criticize  all-male  edu- 
cation, but  he  did  note  a  potential  deficiency  that 
should  be  avoided.  "In  short,  what  women  often 
learn  at  all-women's  colleges  is  that  they  can  do 
anything  that  men  can  do,"  he  said.  "By  contrast, 
what  men  learn  is  that  women  cannot  do  what 
they  (the  men)  can  do.  In  this  way,  women's  colleg- 
es may  constitute  a  challenge  to  gender  inequality, 
while  men's  colleges  reproduce  that  inequality." 

But  the  main  thrust  of  Kimmel's  lecture  was  to 
offer  methods  by  which  we  can  avoid  such  flaws 
and  capitalize  on  our  unique  educational  environ- 
ment. His  proposed  remedy:  self-conscious  debate 
about  the  nature  of  masculinity  and  how  gender 
roles  affect  education.  Following  the  address, 
several  students  expressed  polite  but  frank  dis-

agreement  and  posed  hard  questions.  What  fol- 
lowed was  a  civil,  free  flowing  dialogue.  In  the  end, 
at  Kimmel's  request,  the  protesters  came  on  stage 
and  gave  him  a  t-shirt. 

FOR  ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  of  chemistry  Paul 
Mueller,  chair  of  Hampden-Sydney's  gender  issues 
committee  and  project  director  for  the  symposium, 
the  success  of  the  program's  final  dialogue  was 
poetic  justice.  "We  really  engendered  a  useful 
dialogue,"  he  said  of  the  event.  "And  that  was  the 
goal.  We  weren't  trying  to  convince  people  to  think 
one  thing  or  another,  but  rather  to 
get  people  to  talk  about  things  in 
a  direct  way,  and  to  consider  that 
evidence  which  supports  their 
beliefs  as  well  as  that  which  does 
not." 

The  gender  issues  committee, 
which  orchestrated  the  event,  was 
formed  five  years  ago.  When  ap- 
proval was  given  to  host  a  men's 
studies  program  on  campus,  they 
organized  a  one-hour  interdisci- 
plinary course,  open  to  students 
at  neighboring  colleges,  that 
would  lead  up  to  the  symposium. 
With  an  enrollment  of  over  120 
Hampden-Sydney  students,  the 
class  met  for  two  hours  a  week — 
the  first  hour  in  a  large  group  and 
the  second  in  smaller  groups — to 
discuss  issues  like  father  and  son 
relationships  and  representations  of  masculinity 
in  popular  advertising.  Also  in  conjunction  with 
the  symposium,  the  Hampden-Sydney  Fine  Arts 
Department  put  on  a  production  of  Erin  Sorkin's 
A  Few  Good  Men .  The  play  opened  on  February  22 
and  ran  until  March  1. 

"This  was  a  great  opportunity  to  examine  the 
best  way  this  college  can  prepare  young  men  to  live 
successful,  fulfilling,  and  ethical  lives  in  today's 
world,"  Mueller  said.  "I  hope  this  dialogue  contin- 
ues to  evolve." 

On  our  front  gates,  a  bronze  plaque,  inscribed 
in  Latin,  reads  Hue  venite  juvenes  ut  exeatis  viri: 
"Come  here  as  youths  so  that  you  may  leave  as 
men."  The  XY  Files  asked  us  to  consider  what  it 
means  to  "leave  as  men"  in  today's  world.  And 
through  such  self-conscious  inquiry  like  this  sym- 
posium, the  College  arms  itself  to  fulfill  that  prom- 
ise to  generations  of  boys  to  come.  BH

Black  Tuesday  2001 


EPTEMBER  11,  2001,  began  at 
Hampden-Sydney  the  same 
as  any  other  Tuesday. 
Students  rolled  out  of  bed- 
some  at 

7:30,  in  time  to  catch 
breakfast  at  the 
Commons;  others,  at 
8:20,  just  in  time  to  put 
on  shoes,  grab  some 
books,  and  get  to  class. 
Of  course,  the  students 
on  that  Tuesday  morn- 
ing-the  same  as  on  any 
Tuesday  or  Thursday 
morning — performed 
these  rituals  with  as 
much  disdain  as  they 
could  muster,  for  those 
are  the  days  of  the  one 
and  a-half  hour  morning 
classes. 

The  sun  shone  brightly 
in  the  blue  sky.  The  birds 
sang  their  morning  songs, 
as  professors  rolled  into 

campus,  along  with  the  few  stragglers  from  the 
random  Monday-night  roadtrip  to  visit  the  girl- 
friend. The  day  began  so  serenely  that  no  one  ever 
would  have  expected  that  such  a  beautiful  day 
could  go  so  horribly  wrong. 

The  attacks  on  the  Twin  Towers,  the  Pentagon, 
and  the  field  in  western  Pennsylvania  brought 
the  beautiful  day  to  a  screeching  halt.  As  3,000 
lives  were  lost  in  New  York,  Washington,  DC,  and 
Pennsylvania,  1,500  lives  here  were  put  on  hold 
to  watch  as  Osama  bin  Laden's  evil  plot  to  destroy 
our  way  of  life  began  to  unfold.  Students,  faculty 
and  staff  watched  from  every  television  on  campus. 
This  author  was  informed  just  after  the  first  plane 
hit  the  North  Tower  in  New  York,  and  witnessed 
the  second  plane  crash.  All  eyes  were  glued  to 


Rescue  workers  at  Ground  Zero  erect  an  American  flag  amidst 
the  rubble  and  debris,  fueling  the  fires  of  patriotism  both  at 
Hampden-Sydney  and  across  the  nation. 


CNN  and  FoxNews  as  reports  rolled  in  about  the 
collapse  of  the  Twin  Towers,  of  the  crash  at  the 
Pentagon,  and  then  of  the  crash  in  Pennsylvania, 
which  was  believed  to  be  heading  either  for  the 
White  House  or  the  Capitol  Building  in  DC. 

As  usual,  classes  went 
on  that  day  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  though  the  con- 
tent of  the  classes  was 
skewed  far  from  normal 
discussions  of  history 
and  biology.  Professors 
used  the  time  to  relate  to 
their  students  how  they 
felt  when  they  heard 
about  the  attacks.  They 
also  told  students  about 
their  memories  of  the 
day  that  President  John 
F.  Kennedy  was  shot, 
and  (for  the  senior  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty)  when 
the  Japanese  bombed 
Pearl  Harbor  in  1941. 
While  other  schools 
around  the  nation  ceased 
activity  to  mourn  with 
the  world,  Hampden- 
Sydney  continued  its  mission  of  education-but  not 
that  which  comes  from  books.  The  professors  used 
the  experiences  of  the  day  to  give  the  students  life 
lessons-lessons  about  coping  with  death,  lessons 
about  dealing  with  war,  lessons  about  what  the 
students  could  do  to  help  heal  the  pain  that  they, 
and  the  nation,  were  feeling. 

After  classes  let  out  for  the  day,  students  or- 
ganized a  prayer  vigil  inside  Hundley  Stadium. 
While  about  125  people  turned  out  for  the  vigil,  the 
events  of  the  evening  were  not  missed  by  anyone. 

In  response  to  the  attacks  of  Sept.  11,  and  to  com- 
munity concern,  Gen.  Samuel  V.  Wilson,  President 
Emeritus  of  the  College,  consented  to  opening  his 
"Issues  in  National  Intelligence"  class  in  Johns 
Auditorium.  There,  Gen.  Wilson,  with  Ambassador

William  B.  Jones,  Johns 
Visiting  Professor  of 
Political  Science,  ad- 
dressed a  crowd  of  700 
students,  faculty,  and 
community  members. 
Gen.  Wilson  addressed 
many  questions  sur- 
rounding the  day's 
events,  including  possible 
suspects,  reasons  why 
these  acts  of  terrorism 
were  carried  out,  and  pos- 
sible retaliation  tactics 
for  the  United  States  to 
take. 

Lee  Rice  '01,  editor  of  The  Record,  wrote  the  fol- 
lowing passage  in  the  Fall  2001  edition. 

"On  the  fateful  fall  morning  of  September  11,  3000 
people  died-almost  as  many  as  live  in  Farmville.  At 
Hampden-Sydney,  as  elsewhere,  we  were  thankful 
for  the  members  of  our  College  family  who  escaped, 
and  we  mourn  for  those  who  did  not.  For  many 
alumni,  Hampden-Sydney  ties  have  been  salve  to 
the  wounds  of  injustice.  It  should  come  as  no  sur- 
prise that  when  plagued  by  unthinkable  tragedy, 
alumni  turn  to  their  Hampden-Sydney  brothers  for 
support,  and  when  in  need  of  serenity  and  solace,

they  return  to  the  open 
arms  of  the  campus. 

"In  many  ways,  this 
catastrophe  has  been 
a  validation  of  the 
College's  central  values, 
and  provides  fuel  for 
our  mission.  Hampden- 
Sydney  men  have  found 
that  their  ability  to  think 
analytically  and  recog- 
nize historical,  religious, 
and  political  contexts 
has  armed  them  in  the 
struggle  to  cope  with 
such  willful  carnage.  And  the  tragedy  has  reaf- 
firmed the  importance  of  an  educated  citizenry,  for 
now,  more  than  ever,  the  salvation  of  our  country, 
as  of  all  humans,  depends  on  the  leadership  of  good 
men  and  good  citizens." 

Although  Mr.  Rice  writes  of  how  our  alumni  were 
able  to  cope  with  the  tragedy  of  Sept.  11,  the 
students,  faculty,  and  community  members  of 
Hampden-Sydney  have  behaved  very  much  in  the 
same  fashion,  drawing  energy  and  comfort  from 
Hampden-Sydney.

Revolution  Earth,  an  independent  film  company 

based  out  of  New  Jersey,  has  ventured  south  to 
capture  some  of  the  magic  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
community  on  film.  The  chosen  subject  for  their 
next  documentary  is  none  other 
than  the  College's  number  one 
fan,  Walter  "Shorty"  Simms. 

The  fifty-five  year-old  Down- 
Syndrome  patient  moved  with 
his  parents  to  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  community  over  25 
years  ago.  Simms  and  his  broth- 
er Scott  remained  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  after  their  parents' 
death,  and  Walter  soon  became 
as  much  a  part  of  Tiger  athlet- 
ics as  any  other  staff  member, 
riding  his  bicycle  to  Gammon 
Gymnasium  to  complete  a  set  of 
rather  loosely  defined  tasks. 

Michael  Furno,  president  of 
Revolution  Earth,  saw  the  flash- 
ing lights  of  a  filming  opportuni- 
ty when  H-SC  graduate  Tony  Caggiano  reminisced 
about  his  times  with  H-SC  football,  recalling  vari- 
ous "Shorty"  stories.  After  the  film  group  decided 
to  feature  a  documentary  on  Simms,  frantic  phone 
calls,  letters,  e-mails,  and  administrative  meetings 
ensued.  With  approval  from  Hampden-Sydney,  the 
crew  finally  gained  the  support  of  Academy -Award 
nominee  and  executive  producer  Danny  Aiello. 

The  sleepless  nights  of  planning  and  figuring 
were  well  worth  it.  Simms  has  a  bilateral  rela- 
tionship with  the  H-SC  community;  not  only  does 
Walter  have  an  effect  on  the  community,  the  com- 
munity has  an  effect  on  him.  Whether  dancing  to 
the  melodies  of  the  pep  band  during  basketball 
games,  or  pacing  the  sidelines  screaming  for  the 
Tiger  football  players,  Simms  has  become  a  signifi- 
cant part  of  the  community.  The  film  crew  realizes

how  fortunate  Walter  is  to  live  at  Hampden-Sydney 
College. 

In  filmmaking,  the  most  difficult  task  in  a  ven- 
ture is  to  create  interest  in  the  project.  Luckily, 
Walter  provides  such  an  interesting  and  inspiring 
story  that  it  cannot  be  passed  by.  The  easiest  task 
is  the  filming  itself.  In  this  case,  Director  Furno 
believes  that  he  could  not  have  found  a  better  cast 
than  that  which  reality  offers. 

Yet  Revolution  Earth  editor  Craig  Cukrowski 
also  faces  a  very  difficult  task.  With  so  many 
wonderful  Walter  stories  and  magical  moments, 
making  the  final  cut  will  be  nearly  impossible.  In 
one  film  clip,  Walter  greets  students  arriving  back 
to  campus  this  fall  and  proclaims,  "We're  going  to 
be  number  one!  ...  I  am  number  one!"  Whether 

he's  on  the  Internet  fighting  for  the 
inclusion  of  singer  Connie  Francis 
in  the  Rock  and  Roll  Hall  of  Fame, 
or  on  the  sidelines  cheering  for  the 
Tigers,  Walter  pours  his  heart  into 
his  efforts.  His  genuine  enthusiasm 
is  unmatchable. 

Walter  was  very  excited  when  the 
filming  began.  Revolution  Earth 
associate  producer  Daniel  Moran 
laughs  while  remembering  how 
Walter  adjusted  to  living  on  film. 
While  Shorty  is  always  hilarious 
and  entertaining,  he  likes  to  act  for 
the  camera  and  even  steals  kisses 
from  the  gals  in  Kirby  Field  House. 
Asked  who  was  directing  the  film, 
Walter  claimed  that  he  calls  all  the 
shots.  Shorty  is  certainly  in  charge. 
The  crew  unanimously  agrees  that  even  in  taking 
an  objective,  documentary-style  approach,  Walter 
has  made  it  impossible  not  to  feel  connected  to 
the  Hampden-Sydney  family.  Furno  notes  that 
"the  Simms  are  always  having  us  over  for  dinner." 
Although  the  crew  members  certainly  miss  their 
weekly  karaoke  nights  out  in  New  Jersey,  they 
have  begun  to  appreciate  both  a  night  out  in  "Farm 
Vegas"  and  the  relative  quiet  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

For  the  crew,  the  peace  won't  last  long. 
Revolution  Earth  is  evaluating  prospective  projects 
ranging  from  an  adventure  in  Belize  to  a  cult-like 
horror  flick  to  a  CGI-animated  feature.  For  now, 
however,  their  days  are  filled  with  everything  from 
painting  the  doors  of  Gammon  Gym  doors  to  shout- 
ing at  the  quarterback.  And  their  cameras  remains 
focused  on  the  Tigers  and  their  number-one  man.

N  SEPTEMBER  11,  2002, 
Hampden-Sydney 
College  featured  high- 
profile  speakers  analyz- 
ing the  terrorist  acts  that 

toppled  the  two  World  Trade  Center  buildings, 
wrecked  a  whole  section  of  the  Pentagon,  compro- 
mised four  commercial  airliners,  and  killed  over 
3,000  Americans. 

Lt.  General  Samuel  V.  Wilson,  President 
Emeritus  of  the  College  and  Wheat  Professor  of 
Leadership,  commented  on  the  program:  "We  want 
to  pay  homage  to  the  fallen,  express  out  heartfelt 
condolences  and  sympathy  to  their  loved  ones,  and 
help  members  of  the  student  body  remember  what 
happened  on  9/11,  why,  and  where  we  may  be  going 
from  here.  Inherent  in  that  is  understanding  the 
true  nature  of  the  threat  and  the  complex  issues 
[involved] ." 

According  to  Dr.  Marion,  the  program  seeks 
to  promote  "activism,  dialogue,  and  construc- 
tive thinking  about  issues."  He  believes  that  in  a 
democracy,  "we  the  people  as  the  sovereign  body 
better  know  [what  we  are  doing] .  If  it  goes  away, 
we  have  ourselves  to  blame  because  we  didn't  elect 
the  right  people." 

At  0846  hours,  on  September  11,  2002,  one  year 
to  the  minute  after  the  first  hijacked  airplane 
struck  the  North  Tower,  Hampden-Sydney's 
College  Church  joined  with  churches  all  across 
America  to  sing  Mozart's  'Rolling  Requiem.' 
Attendees  received  sheet  music  and  stickers  with 
red  hearts  commemorating  the  two  Hampden- 
Sydney  alumni  who  died  in  the  attacks.  Later 
in  the  day,  Dr.  William  E.  Thompson,  College 
Chaplain,  publicly  proposed  that  a  plaque  honor- 


ing Kenneth  Lewis  of  the  class  of  1974  be  added  to 
the  College's  gate  where  Hampden-Sydney's  "war 
dead"  are  remembered. 

General  Wilson  recruited  top  authorities  to 
share  their  knowledge  of  the  War  on  Terrorism. 
At  4  P.M.,  there  was  a  brief  commemoration  by 
Dr.  Thompson,  scripture  and  prayer  by  Brandon 
Randall  '04,  and  the  singing  of  God  Bless  America 
by  the  Hampden-Sydney  Glee  Club.  Afterwards, 
Brigadier  General  Jeffrey  J.  Schloesser,  Chief  of 
the  War  on  Terrorism  Strategic  Planning  Cell  for 
the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff,  was  introduced. 

Schloesser  has  served  as  a  U.S.  Army  Marine 
officer,  an  Army  aviator,  and  a  Special  Operations 
battalion  commander,  and  has  received  ten  U.S 
decorations  and  badges.  He  is  fluent  in  Arabic  and 
French,  is  an  expert  on  Middle  Eastern  culture, 
and  is  a  member  of  the  U.S.  Army  Foreign  Area 
Officer  Program. 

In  his  speech,  Schloesser  reviewed  an  "unclas- 
sified version"  of  a  report  he  gave  to  President 
Bush  regarding  major  events  since  9/11.  In  facing 
the  al  Qaida  network  and  other  terrorist  groups, 
Schloesser  expressed  concern  about  state  sponsor- 
ship of  terrorism,  and  the  resourcefulness  of  the 
al  Qaida  network,  which  exists  in  60-70  countries. 
"War  requires  all  elements  of  national  power,  even 
more  so  in  this  war. . .  We  need  creativity  in  this 
unconventional  war."  He  believes  that  significant 
risk-taking  and  sacrifice  of  American  citizens  will 
be  required  to  win  the  war.  "The  military  under- 
stands that  it  cannot  win  the  war;  other  elements 
are  needed."  He  predicted  the  war  to  be  fought  on 
many  fronts,  including  financial  institutions,  media 
airwaves,  economic  and  diplomatic  policy,  and  law 
enforcement. 

Schloesser  described  specific  steps  taken  after 
the  attacks  on  9/11.  He  said  that  President  Bush 
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Aaron  Peterson  of  the  Fort  Campbell  Special  Forces  briefing  team 


Rodney  A.  Smolla  and  Robert  R  Turner  debated 
national  security  and  individual  rights,  a  hot  topic 
in  our  country  today  Finally,  in  the  evening,  the 
Honorable  James  A.  Locher  III,  Former  Assistant 
Secretary  of  Defense  for  Special  Operations  and 
Low  Intensity  Conflict,  gave  a  presentation  regard- 
ing strategy  and  policy  issues  of  counter-terror- 
ism. General  Wilson,  Ambassador  Jones,  and  Dr. 
Townsend  served  as  respondents. 

General  Wilson  reminisced  about  a  similar 
program  that  Hampden-Sydney  College  spon- 
sored nine  years  ago  on  the  Vietnam  War.  After 
the  program  ended,  "the  students  had  a  better 
understanding  of  Vietnam  than  the  soldiers  them- 
selves... We  want  to  do  this  again"  with  9/11. 


decided  to  wait  to  respond  rather  than  attack 
Afghanistan  in  rage.  While  waiting,  the  United 
States  built  a  coalition  of  70  nations  to  legitimize 
the  war  effort  and  to  show  that  the  deployment  of 
troops  was  not  a  unilateral  decision. 

In  addition,  the  United  States  deployed  NATO 
troops  and  aircraft  to  patrol  our  skies  for  five 
months.  And  the  national  guard  was  also  mobilized 
to  protect  the  homeland  and  secure  our  borders. 

At  7:30  P.M.,  General  Wilson  introduced  General 
Wayne  A.  Downing,  National  Director  and 
Deputy  National  Security  Advisor  for  Combating 
Terrorism.  CSPAN  cameras  were  on  hand  to  record 
the  event. 

General  Downing  gave  a  strategic  analysis  of  the 
terrorist  threat  and  alluded  to  the  possible  changes 
that  the  9/1 1  attacks  may  have  on  our  country. 
"This  could  well  be  the  event  that  sets  the  tone  for 
the  21st  century...  we  may  end  up  starting  a  new 
form  of  order  in  the  world."  Downing  admitted  that 
this  prospect  is  very  scary,  and  added,  "I  would  be 
surprised  if  they  don't  attack  us  by  this  time  next 
year...  I  don't  see  this  war  ending  for  25,  30,  maybe 
even  50  years." 

Downing  discussed  the  causes  of  the  attacks,  ter- 
rorist sanctuaries,  and  weapons  likely  to  be  used 
by  terrorists.  Students  learned  information  for 
preparation  for  a  world  marked  by  terrorism. 

On  September  12,  half  of  an  Operational 
Detachment  Aid  team-American  special  forces 
from  Afghanistan-led  by  Captain  Aaron  Peterson, 
visited  the  campus  and  gave  a  presentation.  Also 
present  was  Donatella  Lorch  of  Newsweek,  a  re- 
nowned journalist  who  spent  time  with  the  special 
forces  in  Afghanistan.  Later  in  the  day,  lawyers 
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Pat  Buchanan  Speaks 


On  April  3,  2002,  in  Crawley  Forum,  the  College  Republicans  spon- 
sored a  lecture  by  Pat  Buchanan,  a  presidential  candidate  of  the 
Reform  Party  in  the  2000  election,  twice  a  candidate  for  the  Republican 
presidential  nomination,  special  assistant  and  advisor  to  three  U.S. 
Presidents,  political  commentator,  and  best  selling  author,  about  his 
recent  book,  The  Death  of  the  West. 

More  than  three  hundred  people  packed  the  building  to  hear  Pat 
Buchanan's  comments  on  how  zero  population  growth  and  dropping 
birth  rates  in  European  countries  and  increased  immigration  and 
demographic  changes  in  Western  countries  like  the  US.  will  lead  to  a 
"death"  of  Western  culture  and  civilization.  Although  Buchanan's  idea 
may  seem  radical,  he  readily  supported  his  assertions  with  precise  cal- 
culations from  U.S.  census  records  and  UN.  demographic  calculations 
and  statistics.  By  2050,  Europe  will  lose  close  to  120  million  people  due 
to  zero  population  growth  and  decreased  birth  rates.  Buchanan's  view 
of  the  "death"  and  decay  of  Western  culture  came  as  a  shock  to  many 
people,  but  his  points  may  have  some 
political  and  social  validity. 

In  the  U.S.,  Buchanan  fears  that 
growing  immigrant  populations 
due  to  lax  immigration  laws  in 
addition  to  illegal  immigration 
will  hasten  the  demise  of  U.S. 
culture  and  domination.  "The 
people  who  come  here  are  told 
not  to  integrate  but  to  keep  their 
culture.  People  used  to  come 
here  to  be  Americans,  but  now 
they  simply  want  jobs,"  stated 
Buchanan.  Despite  the  serious 
issue,  Buchanan  made  light 
of  the  situation  with 
jokes.  He  con- 
cluded his 
speech  by 
stating,  "Every 
man  has  a 
single  sen- 
tence for  his- 
tory books, 
and  I  am 
afraid  that

Buchanan,  he  elected  Al  Gore." 

Buchanan's  lecture  was  well  re- 
ceived, and  he  ended  the  evening 
by  visiting  the  Hampden-Sydney 
community  and  autographing 
books.  Buchanan  and  his  wife 
Shelly  thoroughly  enjoyed  the 
serenity  and  beauty  of  the  cam- 
pus, and  Pat  commented 
that  the  students 
appeared  to 
be  "both 
friendly 
and 
tough." 
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Ben  Stein's  Day  Off 


Ben  Stein,  speechwriter  for  Presidents  Nixon  and  Ford,  visited 
Hampden-Sydney  in  March  of  2003  for  a  lecture  sponsored  by  the 
College  Republicans.  Stein,  who  became  well  known  for  his  role  in 
Ferris  Bueller's  Day  Off  and  for  hosting  the  game  show  Win  Ben  Stein's 
Money,  gave  students  advice  from  his  new  book,  How  to  Ruin  Your  Life. 

Stein  professed  that  inspiration  for  his  book  came  from  his  own  son 
who,  despite  living  a  privileged  life,  insisted  on  squandering  his  time 
with  television  and  video  games.  Stein  added  that  this  book  would  be 
followed  by  more  self-help  volumes  such  as  How  to  Ruin  Your  Love-life. 

Addressing  issues  ranging  from  schoolwork,  to  finance,  to  social  inter- 
action, Stein  suggested  helpful  ways  for  students  to  ruin  their  lives. 
Steins  tongue-in-cheek  delivery  elicited  hearty  laughs  from  the  crowd 
and  reminded  students  what  not  to  do  with  their  lives. 

While  he  kept  the  mood  alive  with  light  jokes  and  witty  banter,  Stein 
stressed  living  with  an  "attitude  of  gratitude,"  that  is,  being  gracious 
and  showing  gratitude  to  people  in  one's  life.  Stein  told  students  to 
show  their  appreciation  of  friends,  family,  and 
teachers. 

In  an  interview  preceding  his 
lecture,  Stein  answered  questions 
on  subjects  from  contemporary 
social  ethics  to  life  in  Los  Angeles, 
which  he  described  as  an  "ugly 
city  with  a  very  beautiful  ocean, 
where  the  number  one  stress  on 
people's  minds  is  money." 

Stein  had  great  praise  for  H-SC 
and  described  it  as  a  veritable 
Eden.  In  a  world  where  ethics  are 
quickly  discarded,  Stein  sees  places 
where  honor  is  taken  seriously  as  a 
scarce  commodity 

And  yes,  he  did  say,  "Bueller." 
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HAVE  BEEN  ACCUSED  a  lot, 
lately,  of  being  late — tardy 
to  class,  missing  paper 
(and  newspaper)  deadlines, 
oversleeping  appointments, 

and  the  like — and  these  accusations  have  led 
me  to  the  only  logical  defense  to  which  one 
could  resort  under  such  assaults:  to  chal- 
lenge Western  notions  of  linear  time. 

In  my  explorations  I  have  come  to  realize  a 
few  things  about  H-SC. 

I  will  begin  this  apology  with  a  truism: 
technology  is  evil.  Technology  has  destroyed 
our  memory  our  perceptions  of  reality,  our 
childhoods,  the  ozone  layer,  our  communal 
identity,  art,  mom-and-pop  stores,  our  atten- 
tion spans,  the  nuclear  family  and  even  the 
great  beauty  and  strength  of  our  physical 
bodies. 

Without  blinking  it  has  turned  us  into 
hunch-backed  pond  creatures  who  opt  to 
type  a  conversation  rather  than  speak  it, 
drive  to  class  even  though  it's  just  across  (a 
very  beautiful)  campus,  and  sit  idle  in  front 
of  a  television  until  our  muscles  atrophy, 
exercising  our  thumbs  to  "Halo." 

Though  Descartes  was  merely  trying  to 
prove  the  existence  of  the  external  world, 
he  unwittingly  provided  for  all  of  human 
development  a  goal,  which  we  are  rapidly  ap- 
proaching: we  are  becoming  brains  in  a  vat. 

I  have  a  theory  about  why  this  trend  of 
"civilization"  is  so. 

Time  does  not  pass  in  equal  increments.

Only  in  science  and  mathematics  (though  this  has 
eventually  spread  to  all  other  aspects  of  Western 
thought  and  art)  do  minutes  and  seconds  have  any 
real  meaning;  the  natural  world  operates  accord- 
ing to  cycles,  which  are  all  part  of  an  interconnect- 
ed cause-and-effect  chain  of  events — planetary 
orbits  and  rotations  set  seasons  and  days.  Mother 
Nature  will  not  be  conquered  by  that  evil  tyrant 
Father  (i.e.  "Man-made")  Time;  she  defines  him. 

Uniformly  incremental  time  is  a  man-made 
abstraction  of  natural  reality,  and  this  abstraction

destroys  the  interdependence  of  events  that 
compose  "natural"  time. 

I  will  not  believe  you  if  you  tell  me  this 
semester  was  just  as  long  as  Fall  of  my  fresh- 
man year.  You  speak  a  different  language — the 
language  of  lies. 

Man-time  is  useful  only  for  helping  us  or- 
ganize and  operate  in  the  world.  It  becomes 
wholly  destructive  when  taken  as  "the  way 
things  are,"  much  as  geometric  shapes  (circles, 
cubes,  cones,  etc.)  make  sense  of  nature  but 
do  not  occur  there.  Go  watch  the  first  fifteen 
minutes  of  The  Gods  Must  Be  Crazy,  or  read 
Stoppard's  Arcadia. 

The  facilitating  agent  of  this  misconception  of 
reality  is  the  clock — the  most  intrusive  of  which 
takes  the  form  of  the  alarm  clock,  with  which  I 
take  moral  issue  and  against  which  I  wage  war. 

Because  of  the  popularization  of  the  clock,  civ- 
ilization has  gone  to  hell.  Man-time  carves  life 
up  into  disconnected  pieces,  and  each  "second" 
of  life  loses  its  meaning  as  a  result. 

We,  as  members  of  the  nine-to-five  work- 
ing world,  are  torn  from  a  "time"  of  sleep  and 
thrust  into  a  "time"  of  eating-breakfast,  and 
from  there  to  a  "time"  of  driving,  of  working, 
of  socializing,  of  watching-the-news,  and  the 
only  thing  motivating  the  change  from  event  to 
event  is — time,  this  abstract  notion  we  cling  to 
so  dearly. 

We  end  up  being  a  bored,  impatient,  channel- 
changing,  cultureless,  hedonistic  society,  seek- 
ing only  to  maximize  pleasure  and  minimize 
pain,  to  make  each  second  count  on  its  own 
because  it  is  not  connected  to  a  larger  life — all 
because  we  have  an  air-raid  siren  blasting  us 
out  of  sleep  every  day.  Morning  after  morning, 
this  alarm's  intrusion  of  time  begins  to  wear 
us  down,  cram  us  into  boxes,  and  eventually 
wither  our  spirits  and  bodies  into  nothingness. 

Now,  this  comes  back  to  Hampden-Sydney 
with  force:  this  place  is,  for  the  most  part, 
shielded  from  time. 

The  only  schedule  we  must  obey  is  of  classes, 
which  are  arranged  according  to  Man-time  only 
because  it  is  most  efficient  to  coordinate  them 
that  way.  Being  steeped  in  tradition,  surround- 
ed by  old  buildings  and  trees,  and  isolated  in 
Farmville  helps. 

I  think  part  of  our  protection  from  "civiliza- 
tion" comes  from  the  fact  that  we  are  mostly 
technologically  handicapped  here.  The  very 


things  we  gripe  about — power  outages,  dun- 
geon-like computer  labs,  hand-drafted  registrar 
records  (okay,  a  weak  point),  corded  phones, 
slow  ethernet — are  blessings.
